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We have differed in the past, and we still do, with the policy of 
Boards of Jewish Education. We have thought that the main and 
only purpose of Jewish Education is to make Jews, and in order to 
achieve that main purpose, it is advisable to place children in touch 
With the institutions of Judaism. And by the institutions of Judaism 
we do not mean as the Germans might mean by the word, the formulae 
ind enactments and ceremonies, but rather the actual living and 
working organizations by which Judaism functions. And for that 
reason we have felt all along that the Congregational Sunday schools, 


as if Judaism in the diaspora can altogether build its life on Pales- 
tinian observances. We recall a number of the magazine The Jewish 
Child of the month of February in which all the details concerned 
themselves with Arbor Day meaning and celebration in Palestine. 
Now American Jewish children should be taught love for trees and 
should be taught appreciation of the flowers and other such things, 
but February is not the time for such a thing, at least in our climate. 
We have lessons to teach and we have morals to enforce but we must 
have the right time for doing all this, not on the basis of Palestine 
if made better than they are today, are in better position than are the but on the basis of America or whatever land and its climatic condi- 
schools of the Boards of Jewish Education, In the former at least tions where the teaching is being done. 

there is the chance that the child will be carried on to the senior ie ate ee Ping elt 
tganizations and will in time become actively affiliated, whereas in 
the latter, there is little chance that the child will be tied to some 
iefinite Jewish work when the courses in the schools have been com- 
gleted. Of course there is room for the work of the Boards of Jewish 
Education, but that work lies in the education of teachers and not in 
the independent running of schools. For the same amount of money 
the congregational schools could do more and perhaps even longer 
lasting work. 


And so we are happy to read a paragraph like this one in the article 
that we referred to above. “In some of our own schools in America 
we are too prone to exaggeration when we teach Palestine to our 
children. This exaggeration is resented by many American Jéws 
who are otherwise friendly to the upbuilding of Palestine and will 
be resented by our own pupils when they grow up. Teachers are still 
found among us who teach Palestine "as paradise and America as 
exile. We still hear some teachers, particularly those who grew up 
in the atmosphere of minor nationality life in Eastern Europe, talk to 
their pupils as if it were not possible for Jews to be happy in America, 
and who directly or by implication foster a desire to flee from this 
environment to a Utopia.” That is a very sensible warning and the 
tendency of it is to emphasize the fact that Jewish education in 
America is an American problem to be solved under American con- 
ditions.

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The Truth About the Jewish Economic 


Crisis in Poland 
By DEPUTY ISAAC GRUENBAUM 
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As is well known abroad, Poland is now undergoing a severe 
economic crisis. In the villages poverty is rampant, since agricul- 
tural products are being sold at ridiculously low prices. Industry 
is reducing its number of workers, since the buying power of the 
peasantry, which constitutes nearly seventy per cent of the popula- 
tion, has dropped heavily, and the market for Polish goods abroad 
is a very slight one and cannot compensate for the lessened home 
markets. Commerce is on the decline; the number of bankruptcies 
is very great; the number of protested notes has during the past 
few months risen to fifteen million a month, In the cities and towns 
too poverty is increasing, and the privileged Polish merchant, who 
is supposed to enjoy the blessings of government protectionism, 
feels the pinch and cannot stand on his own feet. 

This crisis did not break out all at once. The black clouds on 
Poland’s economic sky began to gather some time ago, One can 
really say that the first dark clouds upon the clear horizon were 
noticed immediately after the end of the British coal strike, but 
especially since the termination of most of the contracts to supply 
coal, which the Polish coal industry had made with some of the 
former consumers of British coal. One must remember that the 
coup d’etat of May 13, 1926, as a result of which Marshal Pilsudski 
assumed power, occurred in the midst of a growing economic crisis, 
which was really one of the reasons for the comparatively easy 
victory of Pilsudski’s followers. The victors were lucky. The long 
strike in the British coal fields had created a great demand for Polish 
coal. Besides, there was an improvement in the general economic 
condition. The first two years after the Pilsudski upheaval were 
years of a certain economic security, which was utilized by the 
government as much as possible. The budget was raised consider- 
ably, until it reached the sum of three billion zlotys; money was 
spent lavishly for the army and large sums were expended for public 
works, as for instance, the building of the port in Gdiny, which is 
expected to surpass Danzig and become the only port for Poland, 
the erection of new railroad lines, government buildings, and so on. 
Because of that the rope around the tax-payers’ neck had to be 
tightened, Towards trade, especially Jewish trade, a veritable robber- 
policy was carried on and it was bled white. This situation devel- 
oped so quickly because trade, and again particularly Jewish trade, 
was not in a position to throw back its taxes upon the shoulders of 
its consumers, because of its own lack of capital and because of the 
weak purchasing powers of its consumers. The over-crowding and 
consequent fearful competition in Jewish trade also helped to bring 
this about. 

As time went on the clouds grew éver darker, ever thicker. In the 
beginning the government, like every government, did not pay much 
attention to the signs of the nearing storm. Wasn't it getting the 
taxes? And if the Jews complained, well, it is the habit of Jews to 
complain against discriminations which they themselves invent in 
their over-excited imagination. When other elements too began to 
complain, this was ascribed to the malice of the Opposition. Then 
the peasants too began to cry out and unemployment grew until 
it came to the present catastrophe which no one can any longer 
deny. The income from taxes is also beginning to fall, and the goy- 
ernment is forced to seek loans abroad in order to reduce expenses. 
Because of that it must also give up its fight with the Sejm and 
agree to an extra session of parliament, which may considerably 
strengthen the position of the Sejm im its fight with the regiine 
which is now ruling the country and for which it is hard to find the 
proper name. 

Usually it is said—and this is said especially by representatives 
of official circles when they have occasion to talk with foreign Jews 
or with representatives of foreign Jewish newspapers—that the diffi- 
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cult economic situation of the Jews is a natural result of the difficuly 
economic situation of the whole country. The Jews are merchants, 
craftsmen, industrialists, who naturally suffer whenever the purchas- 
ing power of the peasant mass declines. Should the economic depres. 
sion vanish, should the purchasing power of the peasant increase, 
he will begin to buy the goods which he needs, factory and shop 
will again produce and the merchant and middleman will agajn 
fulfill their function of distributing the goods. 


The deduction from that is that steps should in the first place 
be taken to improve the lot of the peasants and the workers and 
give the factories, especially the larger ones, an opportunity to sur 
vive the crisis. One should not worry especially about the Jews, 
since their situation is mainly dependent upon the situation of the 
other producing groups of the population. No special steps to help 
the Jews, the Jewish merchants, petty tradesmen, craftsmen and 
their workers who are drowning, need to be taken, since the steps 
which will be taken to help the others will have their effect upon 
the Jewish economic situation. 

He who doesn’t know the conditions of Jewish life in Poland ean 
be easily convinced by such words and arguments. Such a person 
may perhaps put a few questions about anti-Semitism and about 
the too great tax burden, but he will soon be silenced. It will be 
pointed out to him that the anti-Semitic agitation has been weakened, 
that there is rapprochement between Polish and Jewish economic 
circles, in the form of institutions such as chambers of commerce and 
trade associations which were recently created, and that great tax 
concessions have been made. And what can a man who doesnt 
know the origin of the economic crisis among Polish Jews really 
answer to all these arguments and explanations? 

What is the real reason for the economic crisis in Polish Jewry? 
First of all it is not only a result of the general crisis, but asa 
Jewish economic crisis it is permanent and growing steadily. The 
general economic crisis in the country only makes it sharper and 
strengthens it, but it has its own reasons, which operate independ 
ently of the reasons which call forth the general crisis. One reason 
is a general one, affecting since the beginning of the World War the 
economic situation of that part of Poland which was tied up with 
Russia; that is, the lack of a Russian market. This situation has 
had a catastrophic effect upon the textile industry which produced 
mainly for the Russian market and upon many smaller industries 
like clothing, toys, etc. 

Jews have always been especially connected with these industries 
as capitalists, as salesmen, as employees, as workers and as mer 
chants. Since Poland became an independent republic, the “economic 
front,” so to speak, had of course to be rebuilt, especially in what 
was formerly Russian Poland. Naturally this change of front fac 
ing the home market is being very much supported by the govert- 
ment. But the latter in forming its plans never took into considera- 
tion the special needs of the Jews. On the contrary, it always tried 
to exert an influence, sometimes direct and sometimes indirect, which 
would serve to weaken Jewish influence in various branches of it- 
dustry and commerce. Wherever the governmental power has taken 
over industries directly, it wasn't so much the Jewish owner, the 
Jewish capitalist who suffered—since he received compensation— 
but much more so the Jewish worker, the salaried employee, the 
merchant and the salesman. Thus the Jews were pushed out of the 
tobacco industry. They are being pushed out in Galicia from the 
alcohol trade, and in general from all the government undertakings 

Besides this there have recently been added various ways of regi 
lating commerce, especially export, which are being dictated by the 
necessity of better adjusting one’s self to the requirement of the 
foreign market, because of the keen competition for foreign cts 
tomers. This interference on the part of the government usually 
strengthens the Polish-Christian element and weakens the Jew. The 
same takes place in all branches of industry where it is necessaty 
ta get a concession from the government in order to work, trade 
or conduct a factory. And the government wishes to regulate evety- 
thing, to keep an eye on everything, to influence everything. Thereby 
it has a clear idea in view; to strengthen as far as possible the 
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lish element at the expense of the minority nationalities, especially 
Jews. For this purpose it uses all sorts of methods; direct in- 
nce, the so-called “etatism,” as well as an especial method of inner 
gotectionism towards the Polish entrepreneur, factory-owner, mer- 
ant, handicraftsman and worker. 
This method naturally has its effect also upon the private entre- 
weneur, even upon the Jew, who must adjust himself to the en- 
ronment. This is one of the reasons why the Jewish capitalist, 
lapecially the big one, who has to deal with the government and 
js credit institutions, is afraid to employ Jews, lest his firm be 
jowled down and treated as a Jewish firm, which parades its Jewish- 
ess. He knows that his Jewishness is in general no great asset, 
nd he therefore hides it lest it become a definite liability and a 
alamity. 
To the influence of the government must be added also the in- 
uence of the cooperatives, especially of the peasant and landowners’ 
4sociations and of the growing Polish commercial and skilled worker 
ass, which enjoy government protectionism, credits in the govern- 
ment and municipal banks and are really the rulers of the economic 
astitutions. In the competitive fight with the Jew, the Polish mer- 
hant and skilled worker, who formerly were barely able to hold their 
n against the Jew, are becoming ever stronger and stronger. 
Thus the Jews are being forced out of their occupations. The 
iid sources of work and livelihood are being dried up or cut off. They 
must seek new avenues of employment, new occupations. But this 
s difficult, often impossible, since the government, aside from the 
fact that it doesn’t help, does not even think about it. Often it 
finders directly, because of the above-mentioned reasons, or in- 
jirectly, when it refuses help to the Jewish mutual aid societies and 
makes their paths more difficult. Thus there is being created among 
he Jews a great surplus of population, which has no way out. For- 
erly emigration had absorbed the surplus of the Jewish population 
hich could find no livelihood in Poland, Today emigration every- 
here is being made more difficult or is being stopped altogether. 
The surplus remains and it grows from year to year. 
In this consists the permanent crisis among Polish Jews which 
S assuming every year more and more the proportions of a catas- 
tophe. It didn’t come, as in Russia, as a sudden storm, like an 
arthquake. It developed, and is still developing, gradually in an 
wolutionary manner, since no great revolutionary upheaval social 
i economic, has taken place in Poland. But that does not lessen 
hie catastrophe, and it is becoming more threatening because the 
fovernment doesn’t begin to think about its victims and refuses to 
Ip the Jewish mutual aid societies. Very often it even hinders, 
lirectly and indirectly, the latter’s efforts.

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How the Jew Fares in Tunis 
By Felix A. Sfax 
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Very often I engage with my European friends in a discussion of 
the condition of the Jews in Tunis and I observe how startled they 
become; and how distressed. They seem really to believe that we 
lead the same sort of life here that the Jews of France do and when 
they find that our horizon is an altogether different one, a more som- 
bre-hued one, which they are not prepared to meet, they are naturally 
surprised. Only the other day, a Jewish newspaperman from Buda- 
pest paid me a visit and, after a while, exclaimed, “Well, you may 
think it strange, but from what I have just heard I rather prefer 
Hungary to your Tunis!” 

And, for my part, I did not know what to reply. The fact of the 
matter is that the situation of most of the Jews in this country is so 
anamalous, so interwoven with legal bias and social inequalities, that 
an outsider cannot help being shocked by it. I can readily understand 
why, in the face of these things, my Hungarian friend should, despite 
the numerous clauses and the schoolboy pranks of his own country, 
rather prefer to live along the margin of the Danube than in Tunis, 
at least, he is a citizen and he knows it. The law makes him the equal 
of other Hungarians and if he finds the present a time of suffering 
he may hope for a future change of government to improve his lot. 
But how different in Tunis! Here, politically, the Jew is a being 
apart, subject to special laws which impose well nigh all the duties 
upon him that are incumbent on his fellow-citizens, Mussulman and 
French compatriots enjoy. 

And, what is most vexatious is that he does not know where he 
stands. He does not know what his nationality actually is nor to what 
power or government he is, in the end, subject. His status is involved 
and indefinite, it is so studded with contradictions, it is regulated 
by so many conflicting codes that he who would make a study of the 
subject must prepare to lose himself in an endless labyrinth. A Jew 
said to be a “Tunisian” is a subject of the Bey, which makes him a 
Tunisian, a Frenchman, a foreigner and a Jew all put together. 

He is a Tunisian when he engages in a lawsuit with an Arab. The 
Mussulman courts handle the case then according to Arab law. He 
is also a Tunisian in the matter of tax-paying: he pays the same taxes 
as natives. Finally, he is a Tunisian because his police papers are 
marked “Tunisian subject.” 

But if this Tunisian, this subject of the Bey, should take his title 
at its logical value and demand that, since he bears the onus of being 
a Tunisian he be accorded the privileges that go with it, things assume 
a different aspect. Does he want to enter the civil service? Impos- 
sible: the State departments do not take on any Jews. The lowliest 
fellah can aspire to the highest position, but when one is only a Jew 
all doors are shut in his face. He cannot even get a job as errand-boy! 

Thus, treated as a foreigner, the Jew finds that, if he were so 
minded, he cannot turn to soldiering, either. The Tunisian army, a 
small one, is closed to him. The French regiments which garrison the 
country, likewise. If he is determined to join the army he has got to 
enlist with the Foreign Legion! 

Again he is treated as a foreigner if he takes a trip to France, 
for he is required, like those who come from any other country, to 
register at the Prefecture of Police. He is also treated as a foreigner 
in the matter of public school education and public charities. Where- 
as the expense for Arab and French recipients of charity is borne 
by the State, the Jew is forced to draw on the resources of the Jewish 
community to stave off starvation. The same with education. French 
and Franco-Arab schools are maintained by the Government; the 
Alliance schools subsist on what the Jewish communities can afford 
to contribute to their support. 

Now, suppose, this Jew, who is both a Tunisian and a foreigner in 
Tunis, decides to step outside of French territory: he at once takes 
his place, then, among the citizens of the Republic to whom the 
consuls of France the world over are pledged to render aid and pro- 
tection! ‘ 
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For versatility, you'll admit, few can beat the Tunisian Jew! But 
we are not through. The Tunis Jew is, in addition, of course, a Jew, 
a Jew by nationality, as the Government itself admits, for it recognizes 
the Rabbinical Courts whose business it is to deal with personal 
affairs, like marriage, inheritance, divorce, etc.; and the decisions of 
these courts are governed by the Mosaic Law, the Jewish Law. 

“Jewish nationality” is again stressed by the fact that the State 
recognizes the Community Councils as having the right to levy taxes 
for the synagogues, schools and charities of the community and as 
having the right to appear for the Jews before public officers and the 
like. 

We have therefore conclusively shown that the Jew of Tunis, as 
matters stand, does not know where he gets off at. Is he a French- 
man or a Tunisian? Is he a foreigner or a Jew? To be all of them 
at once is too much for him, because he is only overwhelmed with 
the obligations of these numerous titles and hardly at all fayored 
with the privileges that should go with them. Hence, the Jew real- 
izes that his first aim must be to get his status clearly defined. This 
he has tried to do, but with only meagre success. France made a 
law which allows him to become a naturalized Frenchman. But the 
law does not hold for everybody. Certain conditions must be met 
which are beyond the reach of the Jewish masses. And, in addition, 
there is hostile feeling against Jewish naturalization both among the 
Tunis-born French and the Arabs, The first fear that the naturalized 
Jew will compete with them for Government jobs, while, in addition, 
they have a natural touch of anti-Semitism which will not permit 
them to look with favor on Jews being made their equal. 

The Arab opposition is more open and aggressive. The Arab 
states flatly that he will not put up with having the Jew, who always 
was his “inferior” in Tunis, become, through naturalization, his “supe- 
rior.” And, as always and everywhere, the Jew is the goat of all this 
dissension, The road to naturalization at present is hard and long. 

And yet if they would only see to the bottom of things, neither the 
Frenchman nor the Arab would object to the emancipation of the 
Jews of Tunis. The Arab, particularly, is wrong in desiring to keep 
the Jew under his control and domination. The Arab seems to have 
a short memory: he forgets that he never treated the Jew as a fellow- 
citizen, but only as a “raya’”—a stranger whose presence he tolerated. 
And that is the true logic of the Arab law, which is part and parcel 
of the religion and life of the Musulman, for whom the sacred and the 
profane are intimately associated, as evidenced by the fact that their 
temporal ruler is their religious head and civil chief, at the same time. 
Consequently, outsiders are never considered members of the Musul- 
man nation. “Infidels,” at best, are guests whose residence among the 
Arabs is simply put up with. : 

Before the French occupation, this was universally understood, At 
that time, in fact, all a Jew had to do in order to find refuge from 
Musulman tyranny was to obtain from any European consul his 
“patents of protection.” Thus, overnight, the “protected” individual 
was put on a plane of equality with Frenchmen, Italians, English- 
men, etc., and was treated as a European. He had nothing more to 
do with the Arab courts, becoming subject solely to the jurisdiction 
of the Consulate courts. In those days it would never have occurred 
to the Bey’s government to stand in the way of the Jews becoming 
a naturalized European, because that was taken to be the natural 
thing since I repeat, the Jew was regarded as a foreigner, anyhow. 

And, on his part, there is no good reason why the Frenchman should 
oppose the emancipation of the Jew, for if the Jew today has no fixed 
status, who, but the Frenchman, is responsible? In fact, we have 
seen that when the French came to occupy the land, they found the 
Jew to be a stranger among the Arabs. Had France then desired, she 
might have liberated all the Jews of Tunis at a blow and have settled 
their civil status once and for all. France had only to declare that 
since these 150,000 people had no nationality they were made French- 
men. Or else, France might have included the Jews with the Arabs 
and have accorded to them full-citizenship as Tunisians. But France 
did neither the one thing nor the other. It played pussyfoot. It did 
not make Frenchmen out of the Jews, fearing, rightly or wrongly, to 
offend Musulman susceptibilities; it did not make Tunisians out 
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of the Jews, in the full meaning of the word, fearing, again, to 

the Arab. And since, in addition, France was afraid that the Jew, 
finding himself treated as a “foreigner,” might go over to some 
other nationality, like the Italian—for Italy would have been only 
too delighted to strengthen its standing in the country by con. 
ferring Italian nationality upon the Jews. (1) France let itself ip 
for the dillydallying described in the beginning of the article, which 
leaves the status of the Jew neither here nor there. The Jews were 
declared to be the “subjects of His Highness the Bey” and to be bound 
to him for life, for, let me point out, under the Arab law one is bom 
and dies “a subject of the nation.” 

How then, I ask, can the French, whose dillydallying was the cause 
of this whole unnecessary tangle, today object to full emancipation of 
the Jewish population of Tunis? Very well, it must be allowed, on 
their behalf, that back in 1881 they behaved as they did because the 
Jews of Tunis were still huddled in their ghetto, the Arab population 
was still sunk in its fanaticism while Italy stood by glowering. Very 
well, I say. But today? 

Today, the liberation of the Jew is the logical way out of the exist 
ing situation. The Jews have looked into the origins of it and know 
how insecure and unreal their present status is. They feel that they 
want to hold up their head as a man among men, to have a nationality 
of their own, to have the dignity of their rights as men as well as the 
onus of their duties as subjects. Will they be accorded national 
status? Ifso, which? Will they become Frenchmen? That is what 
we desire, because our education, our outlook, our whole life con- 
verges toward France. And France—can she possibly lose if she con- 
fers her citizenship upon us? 

But one must look all possibilities in the face. What, then, if not- 
withstanding our most ardent wish, notwithstanding our devotion to 
the country which gave to the world the great liberating principles of 
1789, we should find that we are kept in our present condition ofa 
homeless people in point of fact, though the word of the law says 
otherwise: shall we continue to put up with our present uncertain 
status? For the coming generations, we will answer firmly and sol 
emnly, No! If the younger generation is not acceptable’ to the powers 
that be, if the sincere offer of loyal collaboration which the youth of 
Tunisian Jewry makes to France is left unheeded, the youth of our 
race is determined to obtain for the Jews of Tunis the rights of a 
minority population such as Jewish communities enjoy in other parts 
of the world. 

For our part, however, we dare to express the hope that France 
will know in what direction its true interests lie and will, in the spirit 
of her traditions, open up wide the doors of French citizenship to 
the Jews of Tunis. At the present time the Italian colony keeps grow- 
ing in number from day to day, maintaining its own modes of life in 
opposition to the French, What shrewder coup can France put 
over then, than to bring over to its side 150,000 Jews who are among 


her most devoted friends in all Tunisia.

Are the negroes of West Africa Jews? 
ewish tribes? Are they perhaps the offspring of the ten lost tribes or 
are they the seed of an alleged marital alliance between the Queen 
Sheba and King Solomon? ‘These and other equally fascinating 
questions are asked, discussed and answered with more than usual 
lausibility in “Hebrewisms of West Africa” (Dial Press) by Father 
Joseph Williams of Boston College. 

Fifteen years of patient and exhaustive research have 
Father Williams that the black Ashanti tribes of West Africa have 
aumerous religious and tribal customs that are markedly Hebraic.

fit his painstaking investigation showed a really remarkable diffu- 
sion of Hebraic culture among the so-called pagan blacks of the dark 
continent. 

Having found these amazing similarities between the ancient 
Hebraic civilization and the Ashanti tribal traditions, Father Williams 
proceeds to trace with rare veri-similitude the tribal, migrations, com- 
mercial relations, religious proselyting and cultural infusion of long 
lorgotten Jewish peoples that are responsible for the many Hebrew- 
isms prevalent among the Nubians of West Africa. 

Before following the ancient tribes from Palestine, Syria, Egypt, 
(Carthage, and Phoenicia in their long trek into the heart of Africa 
where they transmitted their religious traditions and culture to alien 
peoples let us see just what are the similarities between the Ashantis 
ind the pre-exilic Hebrews. 





In the first place many Ashanti words have been found to bear 
astriking resemblance to Hebrew words for equivalent objects. In 
the Ashanti language the word “obi” means magic while in the Old 
Testament Hebrew the word “ob” means a bottle and is in many 
instances applied to magicians “because they, being possessed with 
an evil spirit, speak with a soft and hollow voice as out of a bottle.” 
in grammar and in verbal construction marked similarities have also 
been noted, While Father Williams doesn’t say that Ashanti and 
Hebrew are of the same linquistic family he does suggest that not a 
few Hebrew words have been ingrafted on the native tongue of the 
Ashanti. He is even of the opinion that the name Ashanti is of 
Hebrew origin for he points out that the suffix “ti” in African dialects 
means “people of” and by showing that there was a town of Ashan 
nthe dominion of Judea he would make the Ashantis “the people of 
Ashan.” 

With great care Father Williams assembles an imposing volume of 
‘vidence in the form of travelers’ diaries, explorers’ reports and other 
tithoritative documents by careful observers to indicate an impres- 
sve number of customs and practices among the Ashantis that 
ind their counterpart among the ancient Hebrews. A significant 
txample is the existence of the Mosaic law of inter-tribal marriages, 
devised to preserve the racial inheritance of the Jews, in the form cross 
tousin marriage alliances among the West African blacks. A really 
*markable Hebrewism is the curious similarity between the Hebrew 
and Ashanti marriage ritual. In both rites wine plays an important 
‘le with the bridegroom crushing the cup under his feet after drink- 
ing his share and then having the marriage contract read and signed. 

Despite the overwhelming mass of evidence that Father Williams 

has accumulated in support of his thesis, including a traveler’s de-

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COUNCIL REPORTS JEWISq 
EDUCATION FOR FARMER 





New York City.—Though the Jey 
ish educational classes organized in the 
rural communities by the Department 
of Farm and Rural Work, of the Na. 
tional Council of Jewish Women, were 
attended by approximately 800 chil 
dren, this number represents but a por- 
tion of the thousands who 
ought to receive these opportunities, 
reported by Mrs. Abraham 4, 
Arons, National Chairman of the De 
partment, in a statement describing its 
activities for the twelve months ending 
April 30th. 

“Only those who have worked in the 
isolated districts can begin to estimate 
what the program of Jewish education 
means to the Jewish farmers, whose 
children in most instances are growing 
up without any knowledge of the his- 
tory or traditions of their ancestors,” 
stated Mrs. Arons. 

The program of the Council's Rural 
Department s in 
Americanization, citizenship and Eng- 
lish. Lectures are provided and eve- 
ning schools established. Seventy rural 
received the benefit of 
these activities. The rural districts lack 
the machinery for facilitating naturali- 
zation, and it is for this reason that 
the service rendered by the Council's

vidual or family is to be investigated in 
the rural communities, we are inyati- 
ably called upon to extend our co-op- 
eration in such instances.

Hakoah Win in South America Before 
45,000 

Playing before one of the largest 
crowds ever to witness a soccer game 
in South America, the All-Star Hakoah 
of New York City, on a South Ameri- 
can tour, defeated the Palestra Italia 
Club of Sao Paulo, Brazil, in a hotly 
contested game, 3-2, The game was 
played at Sao Paulo.

ARE THE BLACK ASHANTI TRIBES OF WEST 
AFRICA JEWS?

Ashantis with the Hebrews is the strange resemblance of the Ash- 
anti’s Supreme Being with the Yahweh of the Old Testament. The 
most common Ashtanti word for the Creator is Nyame or Onyame. 
By quoting an authority on the Ashanti language to the effect that 
the letters M and W are interchangeable, Father Williams strength- 
ens his assumption, first based on the observations and studies of 
his predecessors, that the word Yame is a derivation of Yahweh or 
yice versa or that both came from the same Semitic root. 

| In other instances, too, Father Williams finds unmistakable He- 









brewisms, showing that the breastplates of the natives have twelve 
divisions and that there are twelve stocks among the Ashantis, he 





speculatively asks whether this is not an indication of some affinity 
with the twelve tribes of Israel. What may be a throwback to Hebrew 


progenitors is also seen in the Ashanti Feast of Tabernacles, or as 
the natives term it, of “Ingathering.” 

Queer indications of Hebraic influences are also found among other 
West African tribes. In Nigeria the number of stripes to be inflicted 
jamong the pagan blacks during a legal flogging is “precisely the 
same as is enjoined by the Mosaic law, forty, save one.” Among the 
y his de- 





Gambia River blacks it is customary for a widower to ma 
teased wife’s sister, a tradition reminiscent of Judaism. In Northern 
Guinea, the blacks practice circumcision and the tribal division is in 
family units of twelve, while the mourning customs with the shaving 
of heads and wearing soiled and tattered clothes is probably of Jewish 
origin, too. Many of the West African tribes have a weekly rest day 
similar to the Hebrew Sabbath. 





Despite the overwhelming accumulation of plausible evidence and 
facts that he offers to show a strong infiltration of Hebrew stock 
among certain black tribes of West Africa, Father Williams is much 
too careful a scholar to jump to the conclusions that his established 
similarities have apparently proven. He goes no further than to say 
ithat it is his contention that “it would be unreasonable to ascribe to 
mere coincidence the entire congeries, especially if we can establish 
the probability of historic contact between the parent stock of the 
jAshanti and the ancient Hebrews.” 





In establishing this historic contact as a result of which Hebraic 
jeulture found its way from Egypt to the heart of Negro Land Father 
Williams recreates a picture that is even more fascinating than his 
researches that indicated Hebrewisms among the blacks of West 
Africa. 

He presents two theories to account for the Jewish contact with 
the ancestors of the Ashanti. The first is based on the Jewish colonies 
jin North Africa. -In the days of Solomon many Hebrew seamen and 
merchants had close contacts with Phoenician enterprises and in the 
establishment of Carthage they played an important role. These 
Jewish pioneers were predominately men and hence some inter- 
Later arrivals brought women and children 
Conversion by the early comers had

which led to Jewish colonies. 
\Judaized some of the Berber tribes. 

The Jewish population in North Africa was greatly increased by 
exiles following the destruction of the Temple and Jerusalem by the 
Romans. As the hegomony of North Africa passed to the Romans, 
jand later to a Greek influence from Egypt, large contingents of He- 
brews and of the Judaized tribes probably migrated across the desert, 
|Father Williams points out. As the Jews grew in commercial prestige 
in Alexandria their co-religionists established colonies and commer- 
\tial posts along the line of trade across the Sahara and among the 
Negro tribes of the Sudan. In the meantime, the growth of Chris- 
tianity forced many of the Jewish tribes further into the interior. 


Jose the 12th century Mohammedan inroads forced many Jews 





to seek refuge in the interior too where long before the Jewish king- 
dom of Ghana had exerted mastery over a large part of the black 
belt and hence had a great influence in the manners and customs of 
\the Negroes.

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many Hebrewisms in West Africa because the language of these Jews 
from North Africa was not Hebrew, which has left its impress in 
West Africa. While they have spoken a jargon of Hebrew and 
Phoenician the Helenistic spirit of Alexandria must have made Greek 
the commercial language of North Africa before the influx of Jews 
could have had an opportunity to exert any real influence on the 
Negro tribes of the interior, explains Father Williams. 

He is rather inclined to credit his second theory as being the real 
Hebraic influence on the West African blacks. His second theory 
points out that the Jews who came down the Nile valley and then 
across the plains of Central Africa to the West is more in accord with 
the traditions and culture of the blacks there.

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The influence that he traces as the most plausible appears to haye 
had its origin in a constant movement up the Nile of such Jews who 
had lived in Egypt and then turned inland from the Mediterranean, 
As merchants or partners in Phoenician trading enterprises they mogt 
likely established themselves throughout the hinterland. A soldiers’ 
rebellion, which included many Jews, also probably led many Jews 
into the interior in large numbers. With their women and childreq 
these latter established centers of Jewish culture which exerted aq 
influence over the blacks along the upper reaches of the Nile, Father 
Williams shows. 

The commercial proclivities of these Jews would tend to lead them 
ever further into the interior by means of a chain of trading posts 
clear across the continent until they came in contact with the Song- 
hois, a Jewish tribe that became the dominant influence in the black 
belt. Father Williams is of the opinion that the Songhois “present 
the most reasonable solution of the problem as to how the Hebraic 
influence found its way from the Nile to the Niger. From the King- 
dom of Ghana too we admit as well as from the later arrivals across 
the desert of Judea-Berber tribes, many of the Hebrewisms of West 
Africa may be explained. But in the case of the Ashanti at least we 
are convinced that their Hebraic influence was derived from the fat 
East and that in all probability it is the Songhois people who consti- 
tute the living contact. 

“The Judaizing of the Berber tribes in North Africa may well have 
had its counterpart in upper Egypt where small groups of Jews may 
have won over entire tribes, and after establishing themselves as a 
priestly aristocracy to govern them, have guided them to the interior 
of the continent where they might more freely carry on their religious 
practices free from persecution. Some such tribe the Songhois might 
conceivably have been in the days of its inception—a Judea-Negro 
tribe with the real Jewish element, probably already mixed with an 
Egyptian or Nubian strain, constituting at the start the white aristoc- 
racy; and adoption into tribe being accomplished by proselyting. Its 
tribal unity would thus be established, not on ethnic but solely on 
religious lines. 

“We cannot postulate any degree of certitude for this theory. It 
must for the present remain a theory and nothing more. Time, how- 
ever, will strengthen its credibility, if it does not eventually establish 
it as a fact.”
